A Well Always Full of Ice.

About half a mile from this place 1
the natural ice well,  On visiting it
we found a shaft abont twenty feot
deep, and we eould plainly see 1ce m
it.  We thon visited a shaft o few
feet distant, aund immediately upon
entoring it.a clond of steam, causod
by the cold air coming in eontact with
our heated bodies, rushed forth. Thia
shaft was excavated for the purpose of
ascertaining, if possible, the cause of
the ice forming in the well, some of
the inhabitants believing in the thnnriy
of o large cave being connected with
it. After reaching the depih of 100
feet without vesult, drifting was
abandoned.  Before the shatt was
mudo it is elaimed that the - el filled
with ice to within six feet of the top.
A thermometer marked 30  degrees
Falirenheit,  About six fect back
from the mouth of the tunnel the loor
and pides are in many places covered
with ice; A strong current of air con-
stantly flows from the excavation that
is very perceptible ‘100 feet distant.
With the thermometer at 90 degreea
an atmosphere below the freeziug
puint, is pleasant to contemplate, even
though dangerous to investigato.

Salmon of the Pacific Coast-
From Popular Bcience Monthly for August.

Mossrs. David 8. Jordan and
Charles H. Gilbert, who have been
engaged in the study of tho fishes of
the Pacitic coast, state in the abstract
of their report, which 1s published in
the *““American Naturalist,” that they
have observed five apecies of salmon
((neorhymens) in_ the waters of the
North Pacific. These species may bo
called the quinnat or king-salmon,
the blue-black salmon or red-fish, the
silver salmon, the dog salmon, and
the hump-back salmon; and they are
known by many other and vernacular
names,  The quinnat and  blue-black
salmon habitually run in the spring,
the others in the fall, the two former
species having the greater cconomic
value, The spring running salmon
macend only those rivers which are
fed by the melting snows from the
mountains and which have suflicient
yolume to send their waters well out
to sea, n8 the Sacramento, Rogue,
Klamath, Columbia, and Frazor
Rivers, They are chielly adults, but
their milt and spawn are no moro
doveloped in them when they go up
the rivers than they are of the swno
timo in others of the same species
which will not enter the streams until
fall. High water in any of these
rivers in the apring is always followed
by an increased run of fish, and it is
believed that the disposition to run is
excitod by contact with cold water.
The average weight of the quinnat in
the !‘[}l'illl is twenty-two pounds in
the Columbia River, and about six-
teen pounds in the Bacramento River.
Individusls weighiog from forty to
sixty pounds are frequently found in
both rivers, and some ns heavy an
oiuhty pounds, Fish that entor the
rivers in the spring continue to ascond
until death or spawning overlakes
them. Probably none of themn return
to the ocean, and a large proportion
fail to spawn. They are known to
ascend the Bagramento to its extreme
head waters, sbout tour hundred
miles, and the Columbis as far as tho
Bpokan Falls, a distance of between
stz and eight bundred miles,
